Set at $89,000,000

An estimated $89,000,000 must be spent within the next 15 years to keep up 
with Torrance's traffic and population growth.

So stated John V. Russell, director of public works, in a report required under 
the Federal Highway Act.

Included in the estimate are 
46.9 miles of primary streets 
and highways; 12.15 miles of 
secondary highways; arjd 279 
miles of residential streets.

Primary highways, including 
express-ways and major high­ 
ways?, will cost. $51,798,000.

This includes acquisition of
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rights of way, grading, surmac 
Ing, bridges and grade separa­ 
tions.

Expressways planned are Del 
Amo hlvd. from Western ave. 
to Hawthorne hlvd., and from 
the Redondo Beach city limits to 
Western ave.

Among the major highways 
considered are 190th st. from 
thf} Redondo Beach city limits 
to Western ave.; Anza ave. from 
190th st. to Pacific Coast hwy.

Other major highway im­ 
provements are Redondo Beach 
blvd. from Hawthorne blvd. to 
the Gardena city limits; Cren­ 
shaw blvd. from Redondo Beach 
blvd. to the Torrance south city 
limits. '
